REVIEW OP CERTAIN ARTICLES APPEARING IN THE 
. JUNE 27 THROUGH AUGUST 8, 1953 ISSUES OP 
h I« P, STONE'S WEEKLY" 


STONE has devoted a large amount of space in 
recent issues of his "I, p 0 Stone's Weekly" to attacks on 
SYNGMAN RHEE, President of South Korea, and to attacks on the 
Korean truce 0 In his June 27, 1953 issue (Volume I, Number 23 ) 
the lead article is captioned "Only Rhee's Removal Can Save 
•Peace" and states in part: 

"Next month may prove to be the most critical 
July since 1914 » A headstrong satellite, 
secretly abetted by off icials ' pursuing incen- 
diary policies of their own, may again be able 
to plunge the reluctant great Powers into a 
war for which they have long been preparing <> 


"He (RHEE) wanted this war; he may have 
started it;' he has tried to block a truce 
every time one seemed possible; and he has 
said that he would not abide by a truce if 
it wore reached* Our irresolution is his 
strength. It is folly to believe that a 
truce can be reached without him so long 
as he remains in power in South Korea . He can 
prevent the neutral commissioners from landing. 
He can start the war up again and force the 
Uo S. to support him for inescapable reasons 
of prestige, strategy and domestic politics. 
There will be peace only if the Uo S. has the 
resolution to impose martial law, remove RHEE 
from power and deal directly with those elements 
in South Korea which want peace, relentlessly 
smashing the mercenary and terroristic 'youth 
groups' on which RHEE's power largely depends." 
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The lead article in the July 4> 1953 issue of 
"I. p. 'Stone's Weekly" (Volume I, Number 24) is captioned 
"How Long Is The U. S» to Be Rhee’s Satellite?" This 
article states in part: 

"The Communist rejection of that incredible 
letter from General Mark Clark makes sense. 

It makes sense from every point of view, 
whether that of world peace, Chinese "face" 
or American dignity. To try a truce with 
SYNGMAN RHEE uncommitted .(he ought to be put 
away) is to invite provocations that might 
easily ignite World War III. The fighting 
now is at least limited to Korea but were 
a' truce to be broken by RHEE it would be 
easy in the confusion to represent it as 
enemy treachery and thus give their head at 
last to those MacArthurite forces who have 
been longing for full-scale war with China. 


"We have become RHEE 1 s satellite when it 
is he who can call the tune of policy at 
home and abroad. The time has come when 
we must either do Rhee’s bidding, which 
means to move closer to World War III, or 
oust him as head of South Korea. The task 
is not as formidable as it looks if one 
remembers that RHEE overwhelmingly lost the 
election held on the eve of the Korean war, 
and that he had to use martial law himself 
last year to force the South Korean Assembly 
to change the Constitution and make .his 
reelection as President possible. His real 
strength is not to be measured by noisy 
demonstrations or by the Fascistic ’youth 
groups’ on which he has depended to terrorize 
the opposition." 


. An article titled "Now The UN Must Liberate The USA" 

appears in the August 1, 1953 issue of "I. F. Stone’s Weekly" 
(Volume I, Number 28). This article states in part: 


"With the signing of a truce in Korea,

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"main political task of the UN in a sense, must 
be the liberation of the USA. There can be 
no independent Korea until the United States, 
has regained its own independence of all those 
forces symbolized and mobilized by the China 
Lobby . It will be difficult to ’unify Korea 
until some progress has been made in unifying 
the United States „ More serious than the 
38 th parallel across Korea is the wall of 
paranoid suspicion crypto-Pascist forces here 
have been erecting around and across the United 
States, dividing Americans from each other 
and the rest of the world 

"The Korean war would have been avoided if the 
UN had resisted pressure from SYNGMAN RISE 
and JOHN POSTER DULLES for the creation of a 
separate State In South Korea . The *<rar with 
China migjtit have been avoided if the UN in 
the winter of 1949“50 had rescued ACHES ON and 
TRUMAN from imprisonment by the China Lobby 
and insisted on the admission of Communist 
China to the UN 0 The task now is harder, the 
danger greater . The problem now is to avoid 
World war III„ The principal beneficiaries 
of the Korean war, SYNGMAN RHEE and CHIANG 
KAI-SHEK, are determined to see it resumed 
on a larger scale than ever, for if the truce 
becomes a peace neither can survive as a 
political force o In a peaceful world, recogni- 
tion of Communist China is inevitable 0 It 
took martial law to ensure RHEE * s reelection 
as president last year; he cannot hope to 
survive in a unified Korea, unless indeed it 
is unified for him by American arms and his 
government is given the means to fasten the 
same kind of police state on North Korea that 
RHEE rules in the South,,

"Korea was a terrible object lesson for all 
countries and areas which allow themselves 
to be divided between the American and the 
Russian power. The war showed that the 
American people, though instinctively kind 
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”and generous in dealing with distress , may 
easily be doped and duped by military leader- 
ship into permitting the kind of unnecessary 
havoc our Air Force wreaked in many parts of 
Korea o The war also shotted that the American 
Air Force is infested with publicity men who 
are among the world's biggest liars; their 
inflated figures and inflaxnmatory reporting 
are a menace, The war demonstrated again the 
delusion of victory by airpower and firepower, 
the ability of colonial colored peoples to han- 
dle jet planes and anti-aircraft radar effectively, 
the tremendous military power of the new China, 
and the willingness of the Chinese and the 
Russians to swallow one provocation after another 
in their desire for peace.' 1 


An article entitled "The U. So Prepares to Go It 
Alone With RHEE" appears in the August 8, 1953 issue of 
I. Fo Stone's Weekly" (Volume I, Number 29) o In it STONE 
mentions a news article by JAMES RESTON in the New York ‘ 
Times newspaper concerning a recent interview he (RESTON) had 
had with SYNGMAN RHEE. RESTON 1 s article stated that RHEE had 
made it clear that the only solution he would accept was 
that all Korea should be governed by his regime, and he 
insisted that the United States had promised "immediate and 
automatic action" against the Communists if they failed within 
the speciiied ninety days to accept these terms 0 


STONE goes on to say; 

"RHEE ! s arrogant assumption that he could run the 
foreign policy of the United States was not 
publicly challenge do His supporters are a 
minority but vocal; the majority which dislikes 
him is scared stiff lest criticism of RHEE be 
used to make them appear pro-Communist 0 In this 
atmosphere DULLES is proceeding with his prepara- 
tions, and these are preparations to ensure the 
failure , not the success, of the forthcoming 
political conference on Korea, There is no point 
in holding a conference if a major participant 
makes it clear in advance that it will not 
negotiate any item on the agenda, " 
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Concerning the Rosenberg case , STONE wrote in 
his June 27, 1953 issue under the heading, "Rosenberg 
Aftermath: Wild Words Will Not Help Peace." He stated: 

"The ghost of the Rosenberg case will haunt 
the United States for a long time to come. 

The sentence was barbaric., The speed with 
which it was imposed last week was indecent. 
It is almost as if the government were 
afraid that if the Rosenbergs were not 
killed as quickly as possible the case might 
blow up in its face . 


"Counsel had to argue the merits before the 
full court on a day’s notice, against the 
background of a demand in Congress for the 
impeachment of Justice Douglas and pressure 
for haste from the Attorney General. This 
was hardly full and fair consideration of 
such subtle questions, especially in a case 
where the lives of the appellants were at 
stake „ " 


In this same article the following appears: 

"The haste with which the ROSENBERGS were 
executed after three years is hardly the 
same kind of haste with which the Czechs 
shot SLANSKY overnight, without appeal. In 
the Soviet bloc, where there has been little 
justice and less mercy, there is no cause 
to condemn the treatment of the Rosenbergs. 
When persons accused of espionage and counter- 
revolutionary activity in the Soviet zone are 
allowed to agitate and defend themselves, 
when independent counsel are permitted to 
defend them and attack the government, then 
the Communist movement will have grounds for 
criticism. But by the standards of law and 
justice in which we purport to believe the 
Rosenberg. case will appear more plainly with 
the years to have been a shameful episode in 
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"cold war hysteria. The contrast .with the 
treatment of the Fuchs and Allen Nunn May 
cases in England is not flattering to our- 
selves. It is still not clear just what 
the Rosenbergs did nor clear beyond a rea*- 
sonable doubt that they did it." 




STONE devotes his entire July 18, 1953 issue 
, (Volume 1, Number 26) to an attack on the "new McCarran 
bill" which passed the Senate on July 9# 1953 and was 
then referred to the House. This bill provides that no 
vritness shall be 'excused from testifying or from pro- 
ducing books or records before either House of Congress, 
or before any committee of either House, by claiming 
the privilege that the testimony or evidence required 
of him may tend to imcriminate br degrade him; if 
' by a majority vote of the body before which, he is appear- 
ing he be granted immunity from prosecution for any of 
the matters concerning which he testifies and if he is 
ordered by the presiding officer to so testify. No. 
immunity is provided for perjury or contempt. 


STONE comments: 

"This is another in the series of those 
'McCarran bills' which are creating a new 
America, remodelled for conformity, unsafe 
for dissent, a chrome -plated version of 
George Orwell's 1981 +. McCarran continues 
to be the .principal instrument for the 
achievement of the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce's blueprint for thought control in 
America. The new 'immunity' bill is in the 
same pattern as the McCarran bills which 
established the Subversive Activities 
Control Board and set up proto-Fascist 
regulations over immigration, our own little 
Iron Curtain."

In his July 25# 1953 issue (Volume ‘1, Number 27) 

STONE described the appearance before Senator JOSEPH MC CARTHY's 
Senate Committee on Government Operations during the .-previous • 
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week of two writers: HARVEY O'CONNOR, author of "Mellon's 

Millions” and LEO / HUBERMAN , co-editor of a magazine called 
the "Monthly Review « " BI’O'NE states: 

"The two writers refused to answer questions 
not only on constitutional grounds - the fact 
that the First Amendment protects freedom of 
expression from restriction by Congress - but 
also on the ground that the questions were 
beyond the scope of the authority conferred 
by the senate on McCarthy's committee . " 

STONE lauds both men for challenging the authority 
of the McCarthy Committee to inquire into the political 
beliefs of editors and writers not even on the Federal pay- 
roll. 



STONE states as follows concerning LEO HUBERMAN’s 

testimony: 


"HUBERMAN in a prepared statement said he 
had never been a Communist but was a Marxist 
and Socialist who- believed 'in working together 
with others, including Communists, to the extent 
that their aims and methods are consistent with 
mine.' HUBERMAN said he was stating that much 
under oath 'not because I concede the right of 
this Committee to ask for such informations but 
because I want to make it crystal clear that 
Communism is not an issue in this case and to 
focus attention on what is the issue - my right 
as an author and editor to pursue my occupation 
without interference from Congress or any of its 
committees. " 


* * 

In his August 1, 1953 issue STONE discusses 
the appearance, before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities of Methodist Bishop G. BROMLEY OXNAM under the 
heading of "The Oxnam Affair; Protestantism Is_ Subversive. 
Stone's concluding paragraph states: . 

"The answer to 4 the witch hunt in the Churches 
is that the Constitution says Congress shall 
make no establishment of religion. Church and * 
State are separate, and Congress - unlike 
Parliament - may declare no doctrine orthodox. 
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"To inquire into the political .beliefs of 
Churchmen is to plunge into a doctrinal 
controversy. Roman Catholicism and Fun- 
damentalist Protestantism regard Liberal 
Theology as a - breeding ground of political 
radicalism. To extend the Inquisition into 
the Churches is to turn the clock back three 
centuries to just such a situation as that 
from which the Pilgrims first fled, to link 
theological heresy again with political 
subversion, and to make the Statie the police- 
man of the Church. The only firm ground of 
defense is to deny the right of Congress to 
inquire into opinion, theological or other- 
wise. Ideas are no concern of the State in 
a free society." 


JENNINGS PERRY 


Beginning with the April 4 s 1953 issue (Volume I, 

Number 12) of "I. F. Stone’s Weekly" and in each subsequent 
issue. the fourth or last page is headed "Jennings Perry’s 
Page" and consists of an editorial apparently written by 
PERRY. He has editorialized on such subjects as the 
necessity for the United States to meet the North Koreans 
and Communist Chinese at least half way in their efforts 
toward peace j side lights on the vicissitudes of Nashville 
attorney FYKE FARMER, "my friend and neighbor," in his 
efforts in behalf of ETHEL and JULIUS ROSENBERG ; the premise 
that free food will find takers anywhere on earth iri regard 
to actions of the United States in furnishing food to the 
East Germans ; and the premise that the truce buffer zone 
has been established to prevent the reaching of a mutual 
understanding and conciliation between the fighting men at 
the front and eventually between the nations involved. 

Concerning JENNINGS PERRY, the following is 

set forth: 

The magazine "Counterattack" in its February 4 j> 

1949 issue applauded the demise of the newspaper "PM," later to be 
known as the "New York Star" and the "New York Daily Compass," 
which it stated had a strong "Stalinoid tinge" from its 
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start in 1940 up to date. The article stated that "the most 
influential writers on the paper were two Columnists, JENNINGS 
PERRY and I. F, STONE, both of whom supported WALLACE and 
both of whom persistently plugged a policy of appeasing STALIN . 
Both used clever, adroit, indirect tactics to cover up the 
hollowness of their arguments. Both had a marked influence 
on the minds of readers." 

Washington T-2, of known reliability, advised in 
1943 that a printed program for a conference under auspices 
of the National Committee to Abolish the Poll Tax held 
March 9, 1943* in Washington, reflected that the affair was 
to open with a speech by JENNINGS PERRY, Chairman of the 
National Committee. 

Washington T-3, of known reliability, advised In 
late 1942 that a letterhead of the National Committee to 
Abolish the Poll Tax indicated that JENNINGS PERRY was 
Chairman of that Committee for the years 1942 and 1943 ° 

Washington T-4s whose reliability is unknown 
advised in early 1945 that he had been present at a conference 
on Anti-Poll Tax Education sponsored by the National • Committee 
to Abolish the Poll Tax and held at the Roger Smith Hotel 
in Washington on February 3, 1945° According to the informant 
the Chairman of the National Committee to Abolish the Poll 
Tax, JENNINGS PERRY, presided. 

Washington T-5, who is known to be reliable, advised 
in April and May of 1948 that JENNINGS PERRY was then Chairman 
of the National Committee to Abolish the poll Tax 

The National Committee to Abolish the Poll Tax was 
cited by the California Committee on Un-American Activities 
on page 45 of its 1947 report as "among the Communist -front 
organizations for racial agitation which also serve as money- 
collecting media and as special political organizing centers 
for the racial minority they pretend to champion. 11 

Life magazine on page 40 of its April 4s 1949 issue 
carried a photograph of JENNINGS PERRY and identified him as 
sponsor of the Cultural and Scientific Conference for World 
Peace which was held at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel in New 
York City on April 1, 1949, and was sponsored by the National 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship.
